"We’ve been fixing a bad one, 
for example, at the corner of Main 
and Pickaway," he said, “ some of 
those metal covers extend out so 
far they’re a hazard for automobile 
tires. My men tell me they’re to 
be found in many parts of the 
city." 
Speakman said Councilmen Har­ 
old Clifton and Richard Penn “ have 
given splendid co-operation in the 
department’s drive to get these 
sidewalks fixed around town." 
Both councilmen indicated they 
would be ready early in the Spring 
to resume the campaign and push 
it to rapid conclusion.

WASHINGTON Uh—The U S. Su­ 
prem e Court today was asked to 
settle the question of whether send­ 
ing Negro and white children to 
separate public schools violates the 
Constitution. 
Such racial segregation is chal­ 
lenged in rases arising in four 
states and the District of Colum­ 
bia. The final decision will affect

ed schools. 
Arguments were to begin late this 
afternoon and may c o n t i n u e 
through Thursday, for a total of IO 
hours of the court’s time.

Since Sunday, Lady’s mistress, 
a gray-haired little woman nam ­ 
ed Claudia Fonda, has been de­ 
luged with long-distance calls 
from persons who want the 27- 
year-old horse quizzed on every­ 
thing from stolen bicycles t o 
wildcat oil wells 
Mrs. Fonda won t take the re­ 
quests by 
telephone, 
declaring 
that Lady is not at her best un­ 
less the questioner is on hand to 
get the answer straight from the 
horse’s mouth 
Mrs Fonda made two excep 
taxis to this rule, however. She 


agreed to ask Lady sometime to­ 
day about Phyllis June Ryber, 
missing 19-year-old beauty from 
Eggertsville, N. Y., and an un­ 
identified Chicagoan who recent­ 
ly disappeared. 
* 
But about that interview; 
Lady flabbergasted me when 
she correctly answered most of 
the 15 questions I fired at her. 
She does her answering by pok 
ing her chin at levers extending 
out from tiny slides containing 
numbers and letters. When she 
touches the levers, the numbers 
and letters shoot up, spelling out 
her answers. 
Mrs. Fonda sto/xi beside Lady, 
repeating the questions into the 
mare s ear Sometimes Mrs Fop 
da grazed Lady’s sleek brown 
back v ith the swish of a whip. 
She did this to prod the horse 
Lady started out perfectly by 
pecking out my name. When I 


asked her where I was born, she 
spelled out Bethlehem, Pa.—the 
right answer. When I asked her 
how much money I make week­ 
ly, she came back with the ex­ 
act dollars-and-cents figure. 
She flubbed it when I asked her 
where I went to school. But two 
questions later, she named the 
school in a delayed-action reply. 
Lady has been playing this 
question and answer game for 
more than 20 years. The folks 
who visit her at Mrs. Fonda’s 
small frame house on the edge of 
town get three questions for a dol­ 
lar. 
Occasionally, a psychologist or 
someone prominent in the medi­ 
cal field comes along to try 
Lady. In 1928, two Duke Univer­ 
sity psychology professors con­ 
cluded:

I asked her if she d like to be 
a human. 
“ Yes," came the answer. 
Occasionally, someone tries to 
“ catch" Lady. Like the man who 
wanted to know if his wife were 
true to him? 
Lady 
snorted 
and 
twitched, 
then replied; 
“Are you 7"

WASHINGTON 
— If Gen. Ei­ 
senhower has thought of some way 
of trying to end the Korean War, 
he can hardly say so openly—at 
this time, anyway. 
£ 
Since he’s not yet president, he’s 
not in a position to give orders 
although he can lay the ground­ 
work for them. He may be doing 
so during his 
conferences 
with 
members of his Cabinet in the 
Pacific. 
And while the American public 
would like to know if he’s made 
a decision about Korea, the Com­ 
munists would too. For instance, 
if he decided, on a surprise of- 
'Sfensive and let the word leak out, 
the Communists would hardly be 
surprised by it. 
It has been said before that no 
president-elect 
was ever 
in 
as 
strange a position as Eisenhower. 
He has inherited a war and helped 
get himself elected by promising 
to visit its front if he won. 
Because of his record as a mili­ 
tary leader, 
it 
is 
natural that 
^jnany people will confidently be­ 
lie v e he ought to be able to end 
it. Yet, any 
attempted solution 
seems loaded with danger. 
If early in his administration he 
cuts loose with a plan—such, for 
instance, as an offensive to drive 
the Communists north of the Yalu 
River—and is successful his pres­ 
tige will increase accordingly. 
If he tries a plan which results 
in higher casualties hut doesn’t end 
—the war, he will have suffered a 
^setback early in his adm inistra­ 
tion. 
He’s in a tough spot for a man 
taking over the presidency, 
be­ 
cause, in any decision about try­ 
ing to end the fighting in Korea, 
he has to consider more than driv­ 
ing the Communists back. 
America’s allies in Korea have 
to be considered—how they feel 
about any plan he proposes The 
^cind of plan that’s used, if any, 
is bound to affect the thinking of 
the rest of the people of Asia to­ 
ward, or against, this country. 
And be has to consider whether 
the steps which might be taken 
in Korea would lead to full-scale 
war with Russia or whether Rus­ 
sia would start an outbreak some 
place else while we were concen­ 
trating strength in Korea.

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DEGRADING PUBLICATIONS 
IN WASHINGTON, A SPECIAL House 
committee investigating pornographic ma­ 
terial has been hearing complaints that the 
publishers of paper-bound books, of which 
more than 500 million copies have b e e n 
sold in the last two years, fostered crime 
and degeneracy through the kinds of novels 
that they issue. 
To these complaints, the editor of a firm 
that puts out two series of widely circulat­ 
ed volumes made an extraordinary reply. 
Said this director: “Our books go no fur­ 
ther in sensuality and misdeed than did 
Homer, Plato and Sheakespeare.” He add­ 
ed a plea to be regarded as a public bene­ 
factor: “We are satisfying a great hunger 
for reading, and in so doing are adding ma­ 
terially to the education, literacy and liter­ 
ary appreciation of all walks of life in this 
country.” 
A description of some of the publications 
of this firm as given by counsel for the 
committee, who refused to read aloud 
some of the objectionable passages, make 
it entirely unlikely that either literary crit­ 
ics or legal guardians of public morality 
will regard these assertions as valid. 
Even if one were to debate the claims 
seriously, a glance at the jacket pictures 
and the blurbs provided for many paper 
bound volumes would make it clear that the 
object of these publications is neither liter­ 
acy nor the improvement of literary taste. 
They offer deliberate indecencies designed 
to excite unwholesome reactions. 
Publishers of such books are playing a 
dangerous game. By failing to exercise 
self-control, they are risking the possibility 
of official censorship that will in t i m e 
examine not merely the covers or the sen­ 
sualities of such books, but the contents 
of all books. It is only the risk of such cen­ 
sorship that has thus far held back public 
pressure for a law with teeth in it.

The President's Cabinet is not mentioned 
in the Constitution. George Washington 
gathered it together among his chief ad- 
| ministrative officers because he needed ad­ 
vice and counsel. In it he had such contra­ 
dictory personalities as Alexander Hamil­ 
ton and Thomas Jefferson, Federalist and 
Democrat. 
Frcm the formation of the Cabinet, par­ 
ticularly of a new President, can be drawn 
many inferences if not conclusions. With­ 
out in any way reflecting on the personal­ 
ities of General Eisenhower’s Cabinet, this 
article will discuss political relationships 
arising from the Cabinet appointments. 
It must be recognized that unity within 
the Republican Party depends upon t h e 
willingness of the Dewey faction and the 
Taft faction to cooperate with the business 
men who are represented by General Lu­ 
cius Clay. Thus, a committee to screen rec­ 
ommendations for appointments, consist­ 
ing of General L u c i u s Clay, Herbert 
Brownell, Jr and Thomas E. Coleman, rep­ 
resenting the business men, Dewey a n d 
Taft. 
Taft was asked to give General Eisen­ 
hower a list of recommendations. Only two 
on his list were chosen: John F o s t e r 
Dulles, Secretary of State, and Ezra Taft 
Benson, Secretary of Agriculture. Dulles, 
however, was also recommended by Dew­ 
ey, and Benson by Eisenhower’s brother, 
Milton. Dulles has, since 1948, placed him­ 
self outside of faction; Benson has definite­ 
ly been for Taft. While George M. Humph­ 
rey, the Secretary of the Treasury, comes 
from Ohio and has been a Taft supporter, 
he was not on the Senator’s list and Taft 
did not recommend him. He definitely 
comes out of the business group. 
This Cabinet has no geographic pattern 
that is understandable politically. Maybe 
geography was given no thought. New 
York and Michigan have been given a pre­ 
ponderance of offices. Dulles, Brownell, 
Wilson, and Summerfield come from these 
two states. Wilson and Summerfield are 
General Motors men, which is financially 
as much New York as Detroit. 
George M. Humphrey lives in Cleveland, 
Ohio, but his business is scattered and is 
as much Pittsburgh as Cleveland, if not 
more so. While Humphrey has always been 
¡a supporte** of Senator Taft, he in no way 
represents the Senator or the Ohio Repub­ 
lican organization. Taft had recommended 
Senator Harry Byrd for the Treasury, and 
while it has been given out that Byrd would 
not accept, I am informed that the office 
was never offered to Byrd. Rather, when 
Senators Taft and Bridges and Congress­ 
man Joe Martin spoke of Byrd, they were 
told that a commitment had already been 
made, but no name was mentioned. 
Martin P. Durkin, the Secretary of La­ 
bor, cannot be accredited to Illinois. Neith­ 
er Senator Everett Dirksen nor the Illinois 
I Republican organization p r o p o s e d his 
I name, nor were they consulted. Actually, 
he has been their enemy. Nor were any of 
the Democrats who supported Eisenhower 
consulted. He is a victory for the American 
Federation of Labor over both the Repub­ 
lican Party and the Southern Democrats. 
From a strictly political standpoint, the 
Middle Weat has been given no distinct rep-

New Apparatus Used To Treat 
One Form Of Kidney Disease 


By NCRMAN N. BUNOiSIM, M.D 
AS most people know, our two 
kidneys are among the most vital 
organs of the body, like the heart 
or lungs. But just as we have 
learned how to rest one of the 
lungs temporarily, we can also 
rest the kidneys with a newly dis­ 
covered “artificial kidney.** 
The job of the kidneys is to 
filter out various waste products 
normally manufactured by all the 
different cells of the body. These 
products are then expelled from 
the body in the urine. 
Uremia Caused 
If the body’s waste products are 
not elim inated, a condition 
known as ureml^t occurs, in which 
they are retained in the blood and 
poison the body. When too much 
of the poisons get into the blood, 
the person becomes sluggish, 
starts to have twitching muscles 
and a frost-like covering over the 
skin, and eventually dies. 
There are many causes for kid­ 
ney failure or uremia. Sometimes 
it develops after many years of 
high blood pressure. It may also 
occur from severe infections of 
the kidney, kidney tumors, kidney 
stones which damage the kid­ 
ney, or various other conditions. 
Severe shock or severe burns are 
sometimes followed by kidney 
failure which is temporary. 
Easily Diagnosed 
A blood test in which the waste 
products are studied will easily1 
tell the physician whether uremic 
poisoning is present. 
At one time, there was no hope i 


held out for a person who devel­ 
oped uremia. Recently, however, 
i the apparatus known as the 
“artificial kidney” has been found 
| to help certain people with dis­ 
ease due to waste products In 
I their blood. 
Before this apparatus is used, 
the sick person is given a sub­ 
stance to prevent his blood from 
; clotting. His blood is then run 
through a plastic tubing and cer- 
, tain specially treated glassware. 
| 
Gives Kidney a Rest 
The tube is rotated on a large 
drum and run through a special 
chemical solution which helps rid 
the blood of its wastes. The blood 
is then returned to the body 
through a vein. In this way, the 
device takes the load off the 
weakened kidney, so it has a 
chance to repair itself. 
The artificial kidney has been 
used in many cases with excellent 
results. Many persons who wduld 
have been doomed to death have 
been helped by this instrument. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H. C. F.: Recently I was clean­ 
ing my ear drum with a bobby pin 
and went a little too far. My 
physician now tells ms I have 
ruptured my ear drum. Is this 
dangerous? 
Answer: In all likelihood, the 
ear drum will heal without any 
great damage to your hearing. 
However, wax should not be 
cleaned from the ear canal in this 
manner. Usually excessive wax 
in the ear should be washed out 
by a physician or removed by 
him.

Of Good Discipline 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: Following 
is the final of two articles con* 
cerning Pickaway County’s Chil­ 
dren’s Home.) 


Promises Are Tremendous Factor In Child Development 
Home Super 
Says Never 
Break Word 


Ranking alongside the opportun­ 
ity to gain self-confidence, Home 
Superintendent W i n f i e l d Koch 
places faith in promises as another 
tremendous factor in child develop­ 
ment. 
“If you promise a child some­ 
thing —no matter what it is— 
never break your promise.” he 
said. 
“Even if it’s a 
paddling, 
go 
ahead and keep your promise Give 
the paddling. 
If it’s 
something 
you’ve promised to give, or some 
place you’ve promised to take 
child, never break your promise as 
long as it’s humanly possible and 
sensible to keep it. 
“The child may never remind 
you of it, but be assured he or 
she will never forget it, either. And 
at stake is the very vital faith the 
child needs in human beings—in 
the grown-ups 
who control 
the 
world that’s still new to the young­ 
ster. 
• • • 
“ONCE THAT faith is lost to the 
child, the damage can never fully 
be repaired.” 
By the nature of his position, 
Koch is well qualified to comment 
on modern American family life in 
the way it affects children. He feels 
a dangerous trend, under way for 
many years, is seriously threaten­ 
ing the values built up through pre­ 
vious generations. 
“Somehow we seem caught in a 
web of many influences brought by 
a faster life,” he said. “Somehow 
we’re losing something, and some­ 
thing very important, from t h e 
times when boys bragged of what 
their daddies could do, and little 
girls delighted in trying to imitate 
their mothers. 
“Oh, of course, there’s still 
plenty of that—and it’s the foun­ 
dation of family life, interwoven 
with religious teaching that gives 
it strength—and I certainly don’t 
want to sound as though 
I’m 
preaching. 
“But there’s a new spirit growing 
among our younger folks today, 
and it isn’t one we should be happy 
about.” 
Koch doesn’t pretend to be able 
to “put my finger on just what’s 
causing this lack in family spirit,” 
but he said one particular custom 
has spread far beyond reasonable 
Limits. 
“That’s the ever-growing habit of 
hiring baby-sitters,” he said, "and 
the more or less related matter of 
working mothers. Nobody can see 
any real harm in having a baby­ 
sitter once a month or maybe a lit­ 
tle oftener, but when mothers hire 
them much more frequently—some­ 
times several times a week—we’re 


beginning to kid ourselves about 
our social system! It won’t stand it 
over a length of time. 
“ And this family spirit we’re 
talking about will be the first place 
the damage will show. 
“ In the average home today, fa­ 
thers forget and wander away from j 
their children too often — perhaps 
without realizing what they’re do­ 
ing or intending to do any harm. | 
The same goes for many mothers, 
who either takes jobs they don’t 
really have to have, or just 
be­ 
come interested in other things and 
forget their daughters, and sons. 
j 
• • • 
“THESE AREN'T neglect cases 
we’re talking about. We’re talking 
about a bad habit in the average 
home. Children these days j u s t 1 
don’t get to see their parents often 
enough!” 
This thoughtlessness, Koch warn­ 
ed, is leading to “a gap in the u n -! 
derstanding between parents a n d 
their children,” and the results are ] 
beginning to show in many little 
ways—the wild type of “ hot rod” 
(as differentiated from a boy with 
natural enthusiasm toward an auto­ 
mobile), the “kid who roams the 
streets all hours of the night,” the 
student who wastes his or 
her i 
classroom ability, and so on. 
For at least a start along correc­ 
tive lines, Koch urges something be 
done to ban working mothers when 
they "really don’t need the money 
for their family’s normal needs.” 
Some such ban, he added, should 
be aimed first at jobs that require 
work on late and early-morning 
shifts, a handicap already evident 
on fathers who want to stay close 
to their family affairs. 
Koch made it clear he doesn’t 


want to increase the difficulties 
of mothers who actually have to 
work. “Their problem is h a r d 
enough as it is,” he said, “and 
the plan would also operate to 
make things a little easier for 
them in hunting jobs.” 
“ Working mothers,” Koch said, 
“ should have to prove to their pros­ 
pective employers that they need 
the extra salary, and such proof 
shouldn’t be hard to give or meas­ 
ure. Then too, there would have to 
be some sort of check on the em­ 
ployer who cares only about hiring 
a capable employe. 
“ Some mild form of regulation 
could force employers to co-operate 
with the purpose of the move, and 
it wouldn't be worth their while to 
violate the rule. 
“ It wouldn't solve much, but it 
would help—and it would be a real 
step in the direction we better start 
looking.” 
• * • 
KOCH IS assisted by his wife 
and five other aides in operating 
the county home. Mrs. Koch serves 
as matron. 
Children as a rule are brought to 
the home through Pickaway County 
Welfare Department or through the 
court of Probate Judge George 
Young. 
The children can be kept at the 
home until they reach the age of 
21 but with very few' exceptions, 
Koch explains, they are taken by 
foster parents, returned to their 
own parents or otherwise cared for 
permanently before they reach the 
maximum age. 
The present home, built in 1902, 
consists of three buildings 
c o n ­ 
nected by a large hallway struc­ 
ture. The home is state-certified to 


care for 35 children, three more 
than the total number now enrolled. 
Koch 
stressed 
however, 
the 
home could make good use of 
additional facilities. 
“ There are many children still 
outside who should be inside,” he 
said. “ We just, aren’t able to take 
care of all that need the attention 
we could give them. We would be 
better able to met the needs of 
Pickaway County if we could be 
certified to handle 75 or 80 chil­ 
dren.” 
Parents or relatives of the chil­ 
dren are permitted to visit them 
on Wednesdays from 3 p. m. to 7 
p. m. Visitors who w ish to see the 
home or familiarize themselves 
with matters related to adoption of 
a child—a procedure that begins 
not at the home but in Probate 
Court—are welcome at any time, 
Koch said. He emphasized the de­ 
sire to show the people of Pick­ 
away County “ what they’re getting 
for their money.” 
• • • 
DELAYS IN the adoption proced­ 
ure are common throughout t h e 
country and Koch explains three 
chief reasons why this has become 
necessary, “ both for the sake of the 
children themselves and in the in­ 
terest of the gorwn-ups involved.” 
First, he explains, there is usual­ 
ly a reluctance on the part of par­ 
ent or parents to waive their rights 
to the child—a waiver which, in 
adoption, must be permanent. Sec­ 
ond, the child has a natural un­ 
certainty which cannot be neglect­ 
ed in the process. 
And third, Koch stressed, “ is the 
very necessary routine—red tape, if 
you want to call it that—in check-

The same goes for many mothers, 
who either takes jobs they don’t 
really have to have, or just 
be­ 
come interested in other things and 
forget their daughters, and sons. 


“ THESE AREN’T neglect cases 
we’re talking about. We’re talking 
about a had habit in the average 
home. Children these days j u s t 
don’t get to see their parents often 
enough!” 
This thoughtlessness Koch w arn­ 
ed, is leading to “ a gap in the un­ 
derstanding between parents a n d 
their children,” and the results are 
beginning to show in many 
little 
ways—the wild type of “ hot rod” 
I (as differentiated from a boy with 
• natural enthusiasm toward an auto­ 
mobile), the “ kid who roams the 
streets all hours of the night,” the 
student who 
wastes his or 
her 
classroom ability, and so on. 
For at least a start along correc­ 
tive lines, Koch urges something be 
done to ban working mothers when i 
they “ really don’t need the money 
for their fam ily’s normal needs.” 
Some such ban, he added, should 
be aimed first at jobs that require 
work on late and early-morning 
shifts, a handicap already evident 
on fathers who want to stay close 
to their family affairs. 
Koch made it clear he doesn’t 


want to increase the difficulties 
of mothers who actually have to 
work. “ Their problem is h a r d 
enough as it is,” he sa il, “ and 
the plan would also operate 
to 
make things a little easier 
for 
them in hunting jobs.” 
“ Working m others,” Koch said, 
“ should have to prove to their pros­ 
pective employers that they need 
the extra salary, and such 
proof 
shouldn't be hard to give or m eas­ 
ure. Then too, there would have to 
be some sort of check on the e m ­ 
ployer who cares only about hiring 
a capable employe. 
“ Some mild form of regulation 
could force employers to co-operate 
with the purpose of the move, and 
it wouldn’t bo worth their while to 
violate the rule. 
“ It wouldn’t solve much, but i t 1 
would help—and it would be a real 
step in the direction we better start 
looking.”

Parents or relatives of the chil­ 
dren are permitted to visit them 
on Wednesdays from 3 p. rn. to 7

DELAYS IN the adoption proced­ 
ure are common throughout t h e 
country and Koch explains 
three 
chief reasons why this has become 
necessary, ‘‘both for the sake of the 
children themselves and in the in­ 
terest of the gorwn-ups involved.” 
First, he explains, there is usual­ 
ly a reluctance on the part of par­ 
ent or parents to waive their rights 
to the c h i ld - a waiver which, 
in 
adoption, must be permanent. Sec­ 
ond. the child has a natural un­ 
certainty which cannot be neglect­ 
ed in the process. 
And third. Koch stressed, “ is the 
very necessary routine—red tape, if 
you want to call it that—in check­ 


ing on the ability of the foster p ar­ 
ents to give the child a real chance 
in life.” He added the latter re­ 
q u ire m e n ts often “ as much in the 
interests of the foster parents as 
it is in t t ^ c h i l d ’s, although often 
the folks 
are anxious to adopt 
a child get restless with the wait­ 
ing.”

“ ONCE THAT faith is lost to the 
child, the dam age can never fully 
be repaired.” 
By the nature of his 
position,! 
Koch is well qualified to comment 
on modem American family life in 
the way it affects children. He feels 
a dangerous trend, under way for 
m any years, is seriously threaten- ^ 
ing the values built up through pre 
vious generations. 
“ Somehow we seem caught in a 
web of many influences brought by 
a faster life,” he said. “ Somehow 
w e’re losing something, and som e­ 
thing very important, from 
t h e 
timea when boys bragged of what 
their daddies could do, and little 
girls delighted in trying to imitate 
their mothers. 
“ Oh, of course, there’s still 
plenty of that—and it’s the foun­ 
dation of family life, interwoven 
with religious teaching that gives 
it strength—and I certainly don’t 
want to sound 
as 
though 
I’m ( 
preaching. 
“ But there’s a new spirit growing ! 
among our younger 
folks 
to d a y ,: 
and it isn’t one we should be happy 
about.” 
Koch doesn’t pretend to be able 
to “ put my finger on just w hat’s 
causing this lack in family spirit,” > 
but he said one particular custom 
has spread far beyond reasonable 
limits. 
“ That’s the ever-growing habit of 
hiring baby-sitters,” he said, “ and 
the more or less related m atter o f 1 
working mothers. Nobody can see 
any real harm in having a b a b y -1 
sitter once a month or maybe a lit­ 
tle oftener, hut when mothers hire 
hem much more frequently—some­
